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Mr. W. Gloster DuBose, 
well known young man of Elba 
and proprietor of a garage 
here, was accidentally killed 
on last Thursday while out 
hunting with a party of friends 
when a gun discharged. 

The accident happened just 
off the Troy-Elba, highway 
about two anda half miles 
above town. Mr. DuBose in 
company with Frank Crocker, 
Son Crocker, and his brother- 
in-law, Miles Rudd, had 
been in. the woods hunting. 
They were returning from their 
hunt, and when a_ short dis- 
tance from the highway the 
dogs bayed an o’possum in a 
hole. Some of the party were 
at work trying to get the pos- 
sum while DuBose was hoiding 
the guns. It was’ while he 
was holding the guns that one 
of the weapons was in some 
manner discharged. The load 
of shot struck the back part of 
his head and produced almost 
instant death. 

Members of the party came 
to town for medical assistance, 
and to summon aid. Quite a 
number of people went to the 
scene of the accident before 
the body was moved. 

News of the deplorable ac- 
cident spread rapidly and 
caused a gloom of sorrow 
throughout the town. The 
body was carried to the home 
of Mrs. W. C. Vaughn on Smith 
Avenue, where the young man 
livéd. The burial occurred on 
Friday afternoon, interment 
being made at New Home cem- 
etery below town. 

Mr. DuBose is survived by 


his wife and two~ ‘Small -chi;Mrse 


dren, his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
W. C. DuBose and a number of 
other relatives and scores of 
friends. He was a veteran of 
the World War, and after tak- 
ing vocational training for a 
long time, came back to Elba 
several months ago and enter- 
ed the garage business. He 
was a splendid young man and 
had scores of friends through- 
out this section.

Washington, Dec. 4.—Bills 
providine for the sale of Mus- 
cle Shoals property to Henry 
Ford were filed Tuesday in the 
House for introduction upon 
the completion of organization 
by Representatives Madden 
and McKenzie, both Republi- 
cans, of IUlinois. 

Myr. Madden‘s bill would pro- 
vide for construction by the 
government of a steam power 
plant to replace the Gorgas 
plant, recently sold to the Ala- 
bama Power Company, and 
which was declared by Mr. 
Ford to be necessary to proper 
operation of Muscle Shoals. 
The proposed new plant would 
be near Lock dam No. 17 on 
Black Warrior River, Alabama 
and would connect with nitrate 
plant No. 2 at Muscle Shoals. 

Declaring sale of the Gorgas 
plant with the Muscle Shoals 


property was not possible un-: 


der terms of a contract with 
the Alabama Power Company 
Mr. McKenzie introduced the 
bill offering the Muscle Shoals 
property to Mr. Ford which 
was favorably acted upon last 
session by the military affairs 
committee, of which he is rank- 
ing Republican member. 


Washington, Dec. 4—-Repre- 
sentative McKenzie, of Illinois, 
stated Thursday that he would 
introduce the same bill offered 
by him in the last Congress to 
dispose of the Muscle Shoals 
properties. He declared em- 
phatically that he is unaltera- 
bly opposed to the proposed 
bill to be introduced by his col- 
leapue-representative- Madder 
of Chicago. 

McKenzie insists that’ the 
government Should not expend 
money for the construction of a 
remote plant, and says he has 
always contended that the 
Gorgas plant, recently dispos- 
ed of to the Alabama Power 
Company, was not essential to 
the successful operation of the 
Muscle Shoals properties, even 
through Henry Ford. the only 
idder whose offer has been 
considered by Congress has in- 
sisted that he needed the Gor- 
gas plant in order to success- 
fully carry out his plans. 

It is said that although Rep- 
resentative Julius Kahn, of 
California, will again be chair- 
man of the military affairs 
committee he will in all proba- 
bility not take a leading part 
in the disposition of the Muscle 
Shoals question. When it was 
considered in the last Congress 
Mr. Kahn was in very poor 
health, and Mr. McKenzie had 
charge of the measure, Kahn is 
looking well now but it is said 
that he thinks McKinzie should 
continue to handle the Muscle 
Shoals proposition,
